When Shelton State Com- 
munity College was getting started, 
there was no music department. In 
fall 1979, Syble Coats applied for 
and received the job of choir direc- 
tor.

Since 
there was no statc-of-the art music 
wing at Shelton *s modest campus, 
the South Highlands Baptist 
Church, on 39th St., served as a 
rehearsal hall for the 16-member 
group. The original choir, under 
Coats, managed to build a wonder- 
ful reputation and the members 
began to grow, but it would always 
retain a feeling of family. 

This closeness continued to 
thrive as gifted tenor Everett 



McCorvey, who taught voice 
classes, took the reins as director. 
But, eventually McCorvey left 
for a professional singing career. 

The late Joy Dendy man- 
aged to keep the spirit and close - 
. ness that had become synonymous 
with the Shelton Singers flourish- 
ing until she could pass the torch 
to Glinda Blackshear in fall 1 987. 
"Shelton Singers has always felt 
like a family. We are trying to re- 
create and renew that feeling" says 
Blackshear. 

"Shelton will sponsor a re- 
union of all former members of 
the Shelton Singers Saturday, 
Nov. 6 and 7," said Blackshear. 
"This reunion will be another ac- 
tivity of Shelton's Millennium 
Celebration. We are inviting all 
of the people who were in Shelton 
Singers' history to come and cel- 
ebrate with us."

The first concern within the 
administration is for security for 
not only the students, but the fac- 
ulty and staff as well. "We feel 
that the best way to do this is by 
requiring students to wear an iden- 
tification badge," Director of Se- 
curity George Toxey said. 

"Shelton is in the process of 
instituting a plan in the upcoming 
weeks that will keep the students 
safer on campus,'* according to 



Toxey. 

The first part of this plan, 
which has already been in the works, 
involves the use of cameras on hall- 
ways, entrances and parking lots. 

Each faculty and staff mem- 
ber will be responsible for wearing 
the identification badge in a visible 
on the clothing.

During fall and winter, a very 

famous and easy to locate mother 

and daughter constellation is in 
the cool, crisp night skies! The 
mother is the beautiful queen Cas- 
siopeia, and Andromeda is her 
lovely daughter! They are both 
together in the sky and are very 
near a constellation thai we have 
learned to find - the winged horse. 
Pegasus! 

Let's start by looking above 
the eastern horizon and finding the 
four bright stars that make the 
"Great Square" of Pegasus. The 
square is turned and looks like a 
baseball diamond. Go to the star 
that would be third base and that is 
Andromeda's head. Her body runs 
to the left and downwards from 
her head, and it is made of three 



pairs of stars that get further apart 
moving from her head to her feet. 

To confirm that you have found 
the lovely Andromeda, look below 
tliis tunnel shape of stars that form her 
head and body, and you will find the 
planets, Jupiter (very bright) and Sat- 
urn (not quite as bright). 

If you have very dark skies, you 
can see a very interesting object above 
the middle pair of stars that form her 
waist. It appears as a fuzzy spot and is 
another galaxy that is far beyond our 
own galaxy, the Milky Way. It is 
called the Andromeda Galaxy and is 
the most distant object in space - 2. 1 
million light-years away - that can be 
seen with the unaided human eyelHer 
mother Cassiopeia is close by keeping 
a watchful eye on her beautiful daugh- 
ter. To locate her, simply look north-

asl above the third pair of stars 
that form the feet of Andromed. 
and you will sec the stars that 
form the lovely queen. Her stars 
are all equally bright and appear 
in the shape of the letter "W" that 
is turned on its side. 

Both mother and daughter 
are married - Cassiopeia to King 
Cepheus and Andromeda to Per- 
seus who saved her life from an 
awful sea serpent! Being excellent 
husbands, both Cepheus and Per- 
seus are at their wives' sides in the 
sky, and together the two couples 
make what is cal led the Royal Fam- 
ilyofthesky. Keep looking up and 
find the beautiful queen - Cassio- 
peia - and her lovely daughter - 
Andromeda - as well as another 
galaxy - the Andromeda Galaxy!

"The purpose of this plan is to show 
security who belongs on campus 
and who does not," George Toxey 
says. 

"The idea for this security 
measure has been talked about for 
many years but funds are now avail- 
able to do it. " says Karen Van 
Luvender, dean of financial services. 
. Shelton has almost finished 
the first step of the secu- 
rity plan by putting most 

of the security camera 

which arc located in the 
main hallways and some 
entrances. Toxey said, 
4t There are a few more 
locations where we need 
to install cameras, such 
as the main entrance of 
the campus and out in all 
the parking lots." 

Toxey goes on to 
say that, "the new ID 
badge system will be 
implemented sometime 
in the near future but we 
are not sure on the exact 
date at this time. At this 
time there is no plan to 
charge the students for 
the IDs, but that is sub- 
ject to change." 

Humphrey Lee, 
Dean of Students at Shel- 
ton said/The faculty will 
start wearing the ID 
badges in the spring se- 
mester, with the students 
following shortly behind. 
Visitors who come to the 
college will need to get a visitor's 
badge or something of that nature to 
show that they are a visitor on cam- 
pus." 

Lee also said that none of the 
plans involving the students have 
been set in stone, and he will be 
actively soliciting student input be- 



students who would like to voice 
their opinions about the IDs should 
talk to the SGA, which will voice 
the opinions of the students. Our 
plan is to also use the IDs as the 
University does, where Shelton stu- 
dents will be able to receive dis- 
counts at selected places."
